DEVELOP THE EARMS. 

The "Alfalfa and Corn Spec 
came in for no little praise 
the Fourth State Development 
Convention, held at Louisvill 
last week. Although it could 
reach but a very 9mall percent 
age of the farmers of Kentucky 
the hope is strong that the seed 
of development of farm lands 
have fallen in good ground. Af- 
ter the close of the tour of the 
State Prof. Joseph E. Wing, of 
Ohio, who accompanied the 
"special" as alfalfa expert and 
lecturer, said at the State De- 
velopment Convention : 

"I have never seen a State more in 
need of knowledge and instruction 
among the farmers as to the restora- 
tion and upbuildiug of lands than Is 
Kentucky. The State has some of 
the best farmers in the world, and 
many of the most careless." 

We need, in Hopkins county, 
not only knowledge concerning 
the restoration and upbuilding 
of lands but knowledge of how 
better to develop and use those 
lands which have never been 
worn out. We need, too, a gen 
eral dissemination of knowledge 
among our farmers of best 
• methods of selecting and testing 
seed corn, planting and caring 
for the crop, etc., as elucidated 
by Prof. P. G. Holden, the corn 
expert from Iowa, who accom- 
panied the Kentucky Alfalfa 
and Corn Special and also lec- 
tured at the State Development 
Convention. The things h e 
spoke of are simple aud easy 
of proof but they have not been 
thought of aud are not in the 
minds of the average fanner. 

We do uot admit that Hopkins 
county soil is short in the ele- 
ments necessary to produce ex 
cellent crops of almost any farm 
product. In proof of the pro 
ductiveness of this soil grasses 
and grains grown on redeemed' 
old fields above the coal meas- 
ures around Earliugton have 
taken medals at such interna- 
tional expositions as the Colum- 
bian Exposition at Chicago and 
the Cotton States Exposition at 
Atlanta. 

The collection of grasses and 
clovers that went to the St. 
Louis World's Fair last year 
from Earlington attracted such 
attentions that it "was given, 
(by the Kentucky Commission) 
uDoti earnest solicitation, to the 
Imperial Japanese Commission, 
to be taken to the Land of the 
Rising Sun." 

That Hopkins oounty needs 
development along agricultural 
lines may. tie shown conclusively 
by a single recital of a ffw facts 
concerning the business of just 
one of our couuty towns. We 
-speak of Enrlington, where the 
figures are not hard to get :md 
may be proven by any one in 
doubt. Earliugton iff the "Heart 
of the great Western Coal 
Field," the home of 3500 people 
who are thrifty coal miners and 
railroad men and their families. 
Here, as in the other coal min- 
ing towns of Hopkins couuty, 
there are many busy wage earn- 
ers who produce no farm and 
garden products but who buy 
and pav for and consume quan- 
tities of these things. Investi- 
gation shows that some 50 car- 
loads of corn and wheat stuffs 
and as many more carloads of 
corn, hay and oats, making a 
total of not less than 100 car- 
loads of farm products that 
might be produced in Hopkius 
oounty, are annually.boughtelse- 



wliereand shipped into Ei 
ton alone. And the Earliifgtoi 
buyers, notwithstanding al 
ways favor the home farmer ami 
producer and buy all they Can "1 
home products. It is a patenl 
fact that this Earliugton trade 
has brought about a very p 
ceptible increase in the crops of 
hay grown in Hopki 
and for several years past the 
local buyers have been able to 
secure from the farmers a much 
larger tonnage of hay than was 
possible before. The money that 
these wage earners make and 
spend is a strong argument in 
favor of greater efforts on the 
part of our farmers to supply 
in exchange these, their fellow 
citizens, with the prodocts of 
their fields. Hopkins county has 
some 2,200 mine employes wiio 
receive annually wages aggrc 
gating more than one million 
dollars. Earlington haB a large 
railroad population aud the rail- 
road employes in Hopkins coun- 
ty receive about $200,000 au- 
nually in wages. 

The people of Hopkius county 
do not know and if they have 
heard they do not realize the 
magnitude nor the meaning of 
these figures. The money paid 
in wages to the coal mine em 
ployos of Hopkins county an 
auallv equals and exceeds the 
total of all moneys on deposit in 
Hopkins county banks. Add to 
this the annual wages of the 
railroad employes in Hopkins 
county and the earning and our 
erasing power of these tw 
♦jfasses of wage earners is even 
more enormous. These 
makers and their famili 
buy things to eat and if the 
Hopkins county farmers will not 
grow the necessary supplies ihey 
must buy elsewhere. 

Hopkins county's coal deposits 
are more thoroughly developed 
and extensively worked than are 
tho-ie of any county in the State 
of Kentucky. 

The splendid coal mines of 
Hopkins couuty are capable of 
producing an output greatly in 
excess of present, normal de- 
mands. The extraordinary home 
market made by these many 
thrifty wage earners is not sup 
plied by the farmers of Hopkins 
c unity. Thevsoil is capable of 
producing the stuff. Will not 
our farmers make a greater ef- 
orl to rapplf the home market.

FREE TRAINING OF NURSES. 

Young Women of Small Towns and 
Country Districts to be Favored. 

By the terms of a fund to be ad- 
ministered in connection with the 
Philadelphia School • f Nurses, 
Witherspnon Building, Philadel- 
phia, a number of young women 
from every county will receive froe 
training iu Nursing. It is planned 
to ultimately reach and help in this 
way every village and township. 

The young womeu will be provid- 
ed with room, board, nurse uniforms 
aud all the refinements of a well-ap- 
pointed Christian home. At gradu- 
ation the diploma of the School and 
the Order of the Red Cross Will be 
conferred, qualifying for practice In 
any State or country ; the railroad 
fare will then be paid back home. 

Those applying and chosen to re 
ceive the benefits of this fund will 
be given two years' training, with a 
rich experience in nursing the sick 
poor of the city under skilled lead- 
ers. The team may be shortened to 
eighteen months by taking a pre- 
liminary course of.six months' read- 
ing and study at home. A special 
short course enables young women 
to quickly qualify themselves for 
self support and a substantial in- 
come. 

In addition to regular nursing, the 
young women are taught how to 
preserve their own health ; how to 
recognize, avoid and destroy con- 
tagion ; how to establish and main- 
tain perfect sanitary conditions 
about the home ; they are prepared 
for positions as office nurses and phy- 
sician's assistant; they get a prac- 
tical knowledge of City Mission 
movements, Deaooness training, Col- 
lege settlement work, and are train- 
ed for special positions of trust tn 
Institutions. 

The school is ten years old and is 
endorsed by physicians, leading ed- 
ucators and prominent men through- 
out the country.
